I went last Sutnrday (28th ult.,) by invita- 


tion of Mr. Bennett, tho keeper of the light 
on Minot's Irdgc, to visit thnt celebrated 
structure, in which so deep an interest is t:ik- 
i;n by the mercantile community. 


He pullei off just in the edge of the even- 


ing, with every prospect of a quiot nnd com- 
fortable night; the sea wns smooth with n light 
breeze from tlie notth east, alFotding a favor- 
able opportunity for examining the house as 
•no approached. 
It stands upon nine wrought 


iron pillar* nine inches in diameter, which are 
annk iivu feet into the rock, which though on- 
ly twenty fcut ueron, has destroyed more ships 
than any otJjer singlo ledge upon our coast.— 
Itt appenrawe was truly majestic, as it stood 
there so solitary und still, towering to the 
height of eighty feet, the giim sentinel of the 
Mia with a Ibichend of flame, apparently so 
firm and sliong, that it might safely bid defi- 
.incc to the winds and waves, and laugh while 
thi-y beat against it. 


The second section, whero the edifice 


("weighing thirty tons) rests upon the pillars, 
is forty fuel from the sea, where is a platform 
railed the deck on which the boat is kept, fif- 
teen feet m.ire bring you to tho store room, 
the lowest .dickered part, fifteen more to the 
resident'* room which is an octagon in form, 
12 feet each way—ten feet more to the lant- 
I'rn which consumes the remainder of the ex- 
treme height, I'ighfr-scvcn feet. 


From UK lantern deck a cable runs to a 


•>uoy moored outside the breakers; upon thib 
huoy i* a lar^c wooden box culled a chair, which 
;* slipped up and down, being the only means 
of communiaation betwuen the boat and house. 
Jn this I dangled for five minutes between sea 
and heaven, before reaching the landing, 
where I received UH I wns told I should, "the 
roughest aud the warmest welcome " I ever 
bad. 


The evening wai spent in examining the 


lantern, the best in this country, consisting of 
twenty burners with silver plated coneavere- 
Aectors, two feet in diameter,— and in listen- 
ing to tho Ulrs and adventures of Mr. Ben- 
nett WHOM twenty-five years of sea life in all 
parti* of the world, (much of the time as a first 
lieutenant in the British navy,) has given him 
.t fund of information such as is possesod by 
fow. 


Of the light house, I WH coolly told that it 


was very doubtful if it stood through this win- 
ter, as one of the iron supporters had split the 
rock, anil when n sea struck the house, it 
nhook so as to take a man oil' his feet, and only 
a week before, one of the assistants was thrown 
from his berth by the shock of a sea, and a 
barrel of water was emptied of two-thirds of 
its contents by the oscillation, the narrator 
ending with tho comforting remaik, "We'll let 
you tee her kick, it will blow a gale of wind 
m the morning." 


doing out upon tho terrncc a beautiful 


rpectacii) presented itself 
The north east 


»lorin had begun, nnd the snow as it new past 
the lantern glistened in the intense light like 
«o many pieces of silver, while the water to 
leeward was a sheet of milky foam, on which 
the (learning rays crossing each other from 
thuir dillonmt foci above us, produced a per- 
fwrl mirror of dtuxting briliancy which ut one 
point chewed us ourselves, as we looked upon 
it from an elevation of seventy fuet. 


The distant grumble of the ocean could al- 


ready bo hoard, while the wind began to roar 
a* with copitantly increasing velocity it rushed 
past us; thi; tide, which was at an early flood, 
brought iu **•• with it, which thumped at in- 
terval* at our base, giving premonitory and 
unnitstakeablc symptom* of what was to 
come. 


During the night the gale steadily increased 


and the atr jcture under the combined force 
of the wind and the surges of tho Atlantic, 
vibrated ami trembled with every shock, 
though this WHS but a foretaste. 
The sound 


beneath us and tbc sensation can be compared 
lo nothing HO aptly as to what we should imag- 
ine would b« the movement of a steam engine 
of a millioi horse power, and the throb, such 
M a felt when lying in the berth of a steam- 
boat, in like proportion. Add to thi* the noise 
of ihw blast, and the incessant thunder of the 
breaker*, all around UP, relieved only by the 
rraah which accompanied the strokes "they 
dealt iu. and you can have some idea of the 
•ounila which gteetcd our aan in thi* buttlo 
of toe element*. 


But it was at day-break, when the gale was 


at il* beicbt, that I got my reward for going 
there. Never •ball I forget the sublime and 
t«rrifu- scene whit h the dawn unfolded-it had 
l**n heard and fi-lt before, but now it was to 
U- wen. No IMII can describe it—the best 
have attempted it in the delineation of storms 
at sea. but if tbi* WM » fair specimen, (and I 


nothing was done by either Mr. Bennett or 
myself, save lo gaze upon the sea. We forgot 
to eat our breakfast—the fire went'out in the 
stove, and no thought either of passing time 
or of our situation in that racked and tremb- 
ling fabric, came over us; our souls were too 
full, anxiety was succeeded by exultation, un- 
til our hearts leaped with joy instead of dread, 
and our eyes danced in gladness at the privilege 
which was ours; men ott shore were worship- 
ing the God of Revelation, but the God of 
Nature was there. His enthusiasm, accustom- 
ed from childhood to such scenes was fully 
equal to that of myself, (who was gazing for 
the first time upon the ocean in its anger,) 
while he exclaimed, that he " had never in 
his life seen the like before;" be thanked me, 
almost with tears in his eyes, for having kept 
my promise, for said he "I have never desired 
anything so much in my life, ns for once to 
have some one see what a gale of wind is 
here; you are the first man, save those who 
have been employed here, that has ever wit- 
nessed it." 


And truly it was a sight which any man 


might take pride in exhibiting. Far as the 
eye could reach the sea was a moving mass 
of foam, wave rolling over wave, and break- 
ers towering above breakers, which tumbled 
upon the rocks as if determined to hurl them 
from their place, and then flew back in clouds 
of spray, or urged on by their hurrying fol- 
lowers were hurled over the rocks, down 
whose bides they fell like a cataract, and ming- 
ling again in the hot race, rushed with fresh 
fury upon the next ledge, to repeat and re- 
repeat the scene of the first, until three miles 
away they spent their strength upon the 
beach, where the same hand which had given 
them their power, had also Bet the bounds of 
their march.

MR. EDITOR,— What does all this fuss, in 


some of your city papers, against Mr. Wil- 
son's Land Limitation Bill, mean ? la a Land 
Limitation bill so absurd, as to deserve to be 
sneered down as an "abominable, outrage- 
ous " thing ? Not so. You must convince 
the people of its evil nature, by sound reason, 
not by calling bad names. la it consistent in 
a democratic republic, to permit all, even ar- 
istocratic foreigners, to buy up our land at 
pleasure, by thousands, and tens of thousands 
of acres ? Is itnot "unjust, absurd, and im- 
politic," to allow speculators to purchase up 
a» much land as they please, on speculation: 
to lie in watch, to fleece all who wish to buy, 
and settle, and improve the land ? I assert, 
there never was in existence, a more heartless 
system of monopoly, than the system of grab- 
bing up all the good land, and localities, by 
the grasping, greedy money sharks, and land 
speculators ! Let the amount be limited that 
any one may purchase, and let all have a fair 
chance of getting a spot of earth to their 
minds, and then enterprise will flourish in our 
midst, instead of withering and dying. Capi- 
tal nnd actual settlers will flock to our bor- 
ders, as people go where land is to be had on 
the easiest terms, and a choice at that; but 
where land is allowed to be all bought up by 
speculators, who keep it until they can obtain 
high prices for it, the whole progress of set- 
tling is retarded; and the best way is to al- 
low every one to get a fair share and no more- 
Land sharks might then " flee our border*," 
but assuredly, the rich tide of immigration 
would be diverted to us; and, in short, " the 
effect of such a law would be altogether for 
good and that continually." 
What is it but a 


sy&tem of grinding land monopoly that en- 
genders the miseries of the Old World; aye, 
and of the New ? All who oppose free land 
to actual settlers, and land limitation, set them- 
selves in opposition to the dearest interests of 
suffering humanity; and they ought to blush 
•with shame, either for their ignorance or dis- 
honesty ; and all honest-minded men must de- 
test the flimsy, selfish baseness of men who 
can twaddle and write away, for a life time, 
for a mere living, always in favor of the inter- 
ests of the rich, and against the interests of 
the poor. I envy neither the feeling nor the 
intellect of such men. "My soul, come not 
thou into their secret!" As for silly-minded 
men who cannot perceive tb,e requirements of 
the age, we can only pity them, and try to 
give them " more light." Such a one I deem 
R. R, C., who says, " As for* the knd limita- 
tion hilt, its whole character is so utterly and 
so grossly repugnant to all our long inherited 
principles of lawful freedom; so diametrical- 
ly opposite to all those ideas of right for which 
our forefathers suffered,—both in Great Brit- 
ain and in America,— it is so utterly contra- 
dictory to all the best ascertained teachings of 
Political Economy, that' I cannot believe the 
possibility of its becoming the LAW of an 
American State." I have been at meetings 
of thousands', and hundreds of thousand* of 
men, in misery in the old country who would 
have made this writer blush with shame to say 
so; men, whose fathers, in the end of the last 
century, and beginning of this, had left thf 
land to follow the trade of weaving, and other 
manufactures, when wages were high, but who 
now are no longer able to live by such trades, 
and who do not know what to do for a subsist- 
ence ; and there are millions of Agricultural 
laborers in the old country in the same pre- 
dicament. No land to be had; no means to 
emigrate; and plenty of land all argund them? 
but it is monopolized by a few dukes, lords,

The first sentence of this Resolution is &

Nor is it true that men cannot produce oth- 


er things—such as food, clothing, &c.—in the 
same sense in which it is true that they cannot 
create land, For the amount of those products 
is dependent on human skill and industry, 
but the amount of land ia limited by the crea- 
tive Will. 


We would also remind the author of thi 


Resolution, and his historic commentator, M 
Orton, that the Gracchi fell martyrs to an at 
tempt to revive the old Land Limitation law 
of earlier Rome, which was the foundation of 
its prosperity and glory. We quote, in point, 
the following scrap of history from Adams' 
Roman Antiquities, worth folios of such Reso- 
lutions and any quantity of such declamation 
as we were treated to last Saturday evening. 
It is the testimony of a nation's experience, 
whose dominion was the civilized world: 


" While individuals were restricted by law 


to a small portion of land, and citizens them- 
selves cultivated their own farms, there was 
abundance of provisions without the importa- 
tion of grain, and the republic could always 
command the service ofhardy and brave wnr- 
riors when occasion required. But in after 
iiges, especially under the emperors, when 
landed property was in a mariner engrossed 
by a few, and their immense estates in a great 
measure cultivated by slaves, Rome was forc- 
ed to depend on tho provinces, both for sup- 
plies of provisions, and of men to recruit her 
armies. Hence Pliny ascribes the ruin first 
of Italy, and then of the provinces, to over- 
grown fortunes, and too extensive possessions." 


The Licinian law, ordained that one of the 


consuls should be a Plebeian, and the charge 
that Land Reformers are attempting te pro- 
cure a law requiring office to be conferred on 
plebeians—the common people of Wisconsin 
—is of a piece with the other averments of the 
Resolutions, and is worthy of a patriciafti law- 
yer in the worst days of the Roman Republic. 
We would also remind those who sneer at the 
murdered Land Reformers of Rome, that for 
centuries after their death, it was considered 
the highest compliment that could be paid,to 
a Roman matron, to liken her to " Cornelia, 
the mother of tho Gracchi!" Our Laud RJo- 
nopolv friends are as unfortunate ia their 
history, as in their arguments. 


Resolved, That in these views we heartily 


condemn the Land Limitation Bill, rfow pend- 
ing in the Legislature of this State, beimse it 
not only acts bounds to the future rewards of 
industry, but also impairs the rights of pres- 
ent property in Land by limiting the power 
of transmission. 


"Jn these views." In what "views?" — 


' The Licinian law ? " Do what " in these 
•views?" "Condemn the Land Limitation 
Bill in these views." How luminous ! " Con- 
demn " yourselves, falsify history, nn'd stran- 
gle common sense, rather. 


Resolved, That ihis Law if passed will 


speedily exhibitHhe first fruija of a crusade- 
against the rights and acquisition of property, 
by repelling the emigration of labor and of 
capital to this State; by depressing the value 
and diminishing the salable character of 
Land ; by disorganizing all the relations of in- 
dustry and property and by fastening cvjery 
'where abroad upon this State the name of a 
fickle and fool-hardy undertaker of specula- 
tive and reckless experiments upon her own 
wealth, prosperity and honor. 
*' 
This is phrophecy, refuted by experience. 


In all countries where the land is divided in- 
to small farms, and tlte cultivator owns his 
acres, the people are the most prosperous and 
happy. It is this limitation thai'has qjp'de 
sterile New England rich in agpculturc^as 


-ell as in manufactures, trade and commerce; 


and it was the practical application of this 
law, by the people of this State, to a large 
portion of its settled territory, which has giv- 
to Wisconsin so rapid a growth in wealth and 
population.

The Atlantic arrived at Cork on the 23d of 


January. She broke both shafts when 9 day^s 
out, and run westward under sail six day's 
and a half, and then put about for Cork. 


She hired the Cambria to bring her freight, 


which was to sail on the 4th inst. It is feared 
it will take months to repair the damage done 
to her machinery. Her mails and passengers 
all came by the Africa. The Atlantic expe- 
rienced very severe weather, and broke the 
shafts of both engines during a hurricane, 
and the paddle-boxes being both 
carried 


away, she was totally disabled. After 6 dnys 
bearing westward, she finally put back and 
reached Cork at 8 P. M., of the 22d of Janu- 
ary. 


The vessel sustained no further damage 


than above stated. The crew and passengers 
were all well. A card was published in Cork, 
by her passengers, bearing high testimony to 
the great power of the Ship, in contending 
for 9 days against an almost unparalleled wes- 
tern gale, and the admirable conduct nnder 
sail on her return of 1800 miles.
